At tho tiwe of his transfer,
Hr., Adaxnki was residing in a mobile hoza which he was unable to sell
prior to his deoparture. You state taat in ovder to protect hie property
and to eateblish vepresontation for himsclf relative to ite care and sals,
ho entered iuto an agreenmount with Spacial Apent Stenley W, Persinger, an
enployea of LilD, in which Mz, Persinnor ajreed to act as nis ageat in
mansging and sellina the property. Under tha teras of the agreenment,
¥Mr. Persin;er agreed to act @ custodian of tha wobils homo; examine it
frow tins to tims to insure ite safckeeping; to ncet with prospective
buyers, ehovw thea the mobila hoae; discusu the price and arrive at a falr
narket value for the cash sale of the homu; hundle all financisl matters
at the tina of tihe aale and arrange for final payneant of all billa, reunt,
utilitics, etc, subsaquent to the sale of tha zwobile hone. As compensa-
tion for the aforestated services, lr. Adamak) apreed to pay Mr. Porsinger
& Tesasonable sun of ooney to cover the cxpenses and services rendured by
bia 4n selling the mobile hoza., The feo charged by Mr. Persinger was
$325. The mobils hone Ues eold for tho sum of 13,250,
